La. Crews Try to Contain Oil Leak

New Orleans 

Crews were using a robot subma- 
rine Sunday to try to stop an oil 
leak nearly a mile below the surface 
of the Gulf of Mexico, but officials 
said it would take at least anoth- 
er day before they knew whether 
the job was completed. 

The Coast Guard said the oil 
spill was expected to stay 30 miles 
off the coast for the next three days, 
but officials are still keeping a 
watchful eye because the slick has 
the potential to threaten shores 
from Louisiana to Florida. 

Officials said they were trying to 
stop the flow by using robot subma- 
rines to activate valves at the well 
head. If that doesn’t work, crews 
are also planning to drill a relief 
well to cut off the flow — which 
could take several months. 

What appeared to be a manage- 
able spill after an oil rig exploded 
and sank off the Louisiana coast 
on Tuesday has now turned into a 


more serious environmental prob- 
lem. The new leak was discovered 
Saturday, and as much as 1,000 
barrels — or 42,000 gallons — of 
oil is leaking each day. Coast Guard 
Rear Adm. Mary Landry said. 

The new leak is troubling for the 
fragile ecosystem of shrimp, fish, 
birds and coral. Officials said it’s 
still too soon to say whether the 
sensitive habitat will be affected. 

“What crude oil tends to do is 


float to the surface, and then under 
wave action it turns into what looks 
like chocolate mousse and sinks. It’s 
way too early to tell” the impact, 
said James Cowan, a coastal sci- 
ences professor at Louisiana State 
University in Baton Rouge. 

The initial spill occurred dur- 
ing the explosion on the Deepwater 
Horizon about 50 miles off the Lou- 
isiana coast. More than 100 work- 
ers safely escaped the platform, but 


11 workers have not been found 
and are presumed dead. 

The leak is releasing about 
42,000 gallons a day. By compar- 
ison, Exxon Valdez spilled 11 mil- 
lion gallons in Alaska’s Prince Wil- 
liam Sound in 1989. 

“It has the potential to be pretty 
serious, but at 1,000 barrels a day, if 
it comes to the surface, the}^’!! prob- 
ably be able to contain it and vacu- 
um it up,” Cowan said, (ap)

Obama Eulogizes Miners 


President stresses 
need for safety rules 
in wake of fatal blast 

Beckley,W.Va. 

They lived and they died pursuing 
the American dream, working in 
dangerous conditions underground 
to help keep the lights on across 
the country, a somber President 
Obama said Sunday in a eulogy to 
the workers who died in the worst 
mine accident in a generation. 

The president told the families 
of the workers killed in the Upper 
Big Branch mine that the nation 
would honor their memories by 
improving safety in the mines. 

“How can we fail them? How 
can a nation that relies on its min- 
ers not do everything in its power to

put their lives at risk by simply 


showing up to work, by simply pur- 
suing the American dream?” 

The explosion will be the sub- 
ject of a Senate hearing on Tuesday, 
with the nation’s top mine safety 
official expected to testify. 

Obama has ordered a broad 
review of coal mines with poor 
safety records and urged feder- 
al officials to strengthen laws he 
previously called “riddled with 
loopholes.” 

Vice President Joe Biden, speak- 
ing before Obama, called miners 
“the spine of this nation.” He said 
the time would come to account 
for the safety conditions that led 
to the disaster. 

“As a nation, we would com- 
pound tragedy if we let life go 
on unchanged,” he said. “No one 
should have to sacrifice their life for

Thai protesters vow 
to continue fighting 
after talks fall apart 

Bangkok 

Thai protesters occupying parts of 
Bangkok to press their demands 
for new elections vowed Sunday to 
fight on after a breakdown in nego- 
tiations and a televised appearance 
by the prime minister that offered 
no solution to the protracted, some- 
times bloody crisis. 

The so-called Red Shirts urged 
their supporters in provincial areas 
to confront the security forces, 
and many of them began setting 
up roadblocks outside Bangkok to 
prevent police reinforcements from 
entering the city. 

Prime Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva 
spoke in a nationally televised inter- 
view alongside the army chief Sun-

The broadcast came a day after 
Abhisit rejected a compromise offer 
by the Red Shirts — who say the

— dashing hopes for a peaceful end

Al-Qaeda in Iraq Confirms Losses 

Group gives defiant 
statement after two 
top leaders are killed 


Baghdad 

An al-Qaeda front group in Iraq on 
Sunday confirmed the killing of its 
two top leaders but vowed to keep 
up the fight despite claims by U.S. 
and Iraqi officials that the deaths 
could be a devastating blow to the 
terror network. 

The defiance came in a state- 
ment released a week after the 
group’s leaders — Abu Omar al- 
Baghdadi and Abu Ayyub al-Mas- 
ri — were killed in a raid by Iraqi 
and U.S. security forces on their

safe house near Tikrit. 

“After a long journey filled 
with sacrifices and fighting false- 
hood and its representatives, two 
knights have dismounted to join 
the group of martyrs,” the state- 
ment said. “We announce that the 


Muslim nation has lost two of the 
leaders of jihad, and two of its men, 
who are only known as heroes on 
the path of jihad.” 

The four-page statement by the 
Islamic State of Iraq was posted on 
a militant Web site early Sunday. It 
concluded: “The war is still ongo- 
ing, and the favorable outcome will 
be for the pious.” 

The Islamic State of Iraq is 
an offshoot of al-Qaeda in Iraq. 
Al-Baghdadi was its self-described 
leader and was so elusive that at 
times U.S. officials questioned 
whether he was a real person or 
merely a composite of a terrorist 
to give an Iraqi face to an organi- 
zation led primarily by foreigners.

Immigration Lines Drawn 

Arizona’s tough new law cracks down on illegals but raises civil rights concerns 


Phoenix 

Arodi Berrelleza isn’t one of the 
targets of Arizona’s new law crack- 
ing down on illegal immigration 
— he’s a U.S. citizen, a high school 
student from Phoenix. 

But the 18 -year- old said he’s 
afraid he’ll be arrested anyway 
if police see him driving around 
with friends and relatives, some of 
them illegal immigrants. “If a cop 
sees them and they look Mexican, 
he’s going to stop me,” Berrelleza 
said. “What if people are U.S. cit- 
izens? They’re going to be asking 
them if they have papers because 
of the color of their skin.” 

Berrelleza’s concerns were 



echoed by Hispanics across the 
state this weekend, days after 
Gov. Jan Brewer signed a bill that 
requires police to question people 
about their immigration status — 
including asking for identification 
— if they suspect someone is in the 
country illegally. 

The new law, which will take 
effect in late July or early August, 
was cheered by many, includ- 
ing Maricopa County Sheriff Joe 
Arpaio, whose tough crackdowns 
have made him a hero in the anti- 
illegal immigration community. 
He said it gives him new authority 
to detain undocumented migrants 
who aren’t accused of committing 
any other crimes. 

“Now if we show they’re illegal, 
we can actually arrest them and put 
them in our jails,” Arpaio said. 

Current law in Arizona and 
most states doesn’t require police

Civil rights activists called on President Obama Sunday to fight a tough new 
Arizona law targeting illegal immigrants, promising to march in the streets 
and invite arrest by refusing to comply if the measure goes into effect.

Rep. Raul Grijalva of Arizona told about 3,500 protesters gathered at the state 
Capitol that the Obama administration can help defeat the law by refusing to 
cooperate when illegal immigrants are picked up by local police and turned 
over to federal immigration officers. “We’re going to overturn this unjust and 
racist law, and then we’re going to overturn the power structure that created 
this unjust, racist law," said Grijalva, a Democrat, (ap)

460,000 illegal immigrants and 
is the state with the most illegal 
border crossings, with the harsh, 
remote desert serving as the gate- 
way for thousands of Mexicans and 
Central Americans.

An Eco-Vocabulary List 


Earth-friendly labels 
may not be the most 
trustworthy guides 

Personal Finance 

The growing lexicon of eco-friend- 
ly product descriptions may have 
you wondering what they all mean. 
Even if you feel better about buy- 
ing a product that sports an Earth 
logo, you may be fuzzy on what 
benefits it brings. 

Environmental claims have 
become so pervasive that the Feder- 
al Trade Commission is reviewing 
its green marketing guide for busi- 
nesses earlier than planned. For 
now, the agency suggests consum- 
ers be wary of vague terms such as 
“environmentally friendly.” 

Here’s a cheat sheet on five 
terms that often spark confusion. 

Certified Humane Raised 

This label is administered by 
Humane Farm Animal Care, a Vir- 
ginia-based nonprofit, and requires 
that specific living conditions were 
provided for animals. By contrast. 



the term “free-range” has no uni- 
form meaning, said Rangan of 
Consumers Union. As idyllic as the 
term may sound, it could simply 
mean that the chickens are given 
access to an open space for only a 
few minutes each day. 

Biodegradable 

This label means the materials 
in a product will break down and 
degrade back into nature within a 
reasonably short time after dispos- 
al. No formal verification is required 
for products to carry the label. 


Hypoallergenic 

This scientific-sounding label is 
popular in the skin care industry, 
but there’s no industry standard 
for what it signifies. In general, it’s 
taken to mean the product doesn’t 
contain chemicals that could cause 
irritation or an allergic reaction. But 
considering how varied and person- 
al allergies are, such a broad claim 
may not carry much weight. 

All Natural 

Despite its wholesome glow, this 
now ubiquitous phrase means very 
little, as a natural product can con- 
tain any ingredient or chemical. 
The U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture warns against confusing nat- 
ural with organic; the latter comes 
with specific standards. 

Organic Product 

Most shoppers by now understand 
that the term “organic” means pro- 
duce is free of the most common 
pesticides. For meat, poultry, eggs 
and dairy goods, the familiar green- 
and-white circle means animals 
weren’t given antibiotics or growth

Fairfax County uses 
inmate labor to help 
cash-strapped VDOT 

McLean, Va. 

The orange vest-wearing, lawn 
mower-pushing members of Fair- 
fax County’s modern-day chain 
gang don’t look like jail inmates. 
Orderly weed whackers, perhaps. 
But not convicts. But take a closer 
look, and you’ll see that these aren’t 
your normal grass cutters. 

The inmates assigned to the 
40-person crew on the Fairfax 
County jail’s Community Labor 
Force take care of the lawns, pick 


up trash and paint over graffiti at 
roughly 50 county facilities, 300 
bus shelters and nearly a dozen 


park-and-ride Metro stations. 

But over the past two years, 
Fairfax’s quickly expanding pro- 


gram has taken on a new role, that 
of an unofficial complement to the 
cash-strapped Virginia Depart- 
ment of Transportation.

Semin has yet to speak with the

Haynesworth Drama Looms After Draft 


Redskins add tackle, 
trade away Campbell 
as overhaul continues 

The Redskins 

Jason Campbell found his new 
home. Albert Haynesworth didn’t 
go anywhere. The big hole at left 
tackle got plugged. 

The Washington Redskins had 
an eventful NFL draft, considering 
they didn’t have many picks. Not all 
the dramas were resolved and not 
every need was addressed, but coach 
Mike Shanahan and general manag- 
er Bruce Allen took another step in 
their overhaul of a 4-12 team. 


“I believe the Redskins over the 
last three days have gotten bet- 
ter as a football team,” Allen said 
Saturday.

Kasey Anderson’s 
‘Nowhere Nights’ 
bids adieu to a city 

CD Review 

Nestled around Bellingham Bay in 
the northwestern corner of Wash- 
ington state, the small metrop- 
olis of Bellingham bears a curi- 
ous nickname: City of Subdued 
Excitement. 

Singer-songwriter Kasey Ander- 
son spent eight years of subdued 
excitement there, first as a stu- 
dent, then as a dropout, then as 
an up-and-coming musician, and 
finally as a guy who should have 


left years ago. In 2007, he finally 
moved out of Bellingham and back 
to his hometown of Portland, Ore., 
where he wrote “Nowhere Nights,” 
his conflicted farewell to the city. 
“This ain’t never been my home,” 
he sings ruefully in “Bellingham 
Blues.” “I woke up here one morn- 
ing and 15 years were gone.” 

The three albums Anderson 
released before “Nowhere Nights” 
are proof that his time in Belling- 
ham wasn’t wasted, but this new 
one suggests that leaving was a 
wise decision. His smoky bar- 
room rock — which borrows from 
Tom Petty and John Mellencamp 
but is also tattooed with country 
flourishes — sounds more confi-

dent and accomplished, fashion- 
ing late-night observations into 
tough-minded epiphanies and 
hardscrabble melodies into catchy 
crowd-pleasers. 

Thanks to producer Eric “Ros- 
coe” Ambel — who has helmed alt- 
country classics by the Bottle Rock- 
ets and Blue Mountain — “Nowhere 
Nights” sounds rangey and agile, 
bar-hopping from achingly ten- 
der slow-dance numbers like “Like 
Teenage Gravity” to jumpy rockers 
like closer “Real Gone.”
